In Japan elab- 
orate precautions are being taken to 
prevent the introduction of the plague. 
Residents of Yokohama were greatly 
alarmed when the Dorie left over the 
reported outbreak of the plague in that 
city. 


The Chinese at Canton, were in a great 


state of excitement over an attempt to 
keep tbe canal between the foreign, set- 
tlements and the native quarter clear of 
lampas and fishing boats. Anonymous 
proclamations were posted offering re- 
wards lor foreigners heads. On April 16 
a destructive fire broke out at Tateishi 
and 1,500 houses were burned.

It is far superior to common wire and will 
greatly increase the value of the service. 


There wi41 be sixteen telephone boxes 


located about the city at suitable points. 
From these the police can call from the 
station a fust or slow wagon or the ambu- 
lance by the use of certain signals, or they 
can talk with the chief. By fast or slow 
wagon is meant speedy or leisurely as- 
sistance by team. In case of emergency 
the fast wagon is called and the order is 
responded to in the shortest possible time, 
while if the slow wagon is called it will be 
sent around, but no one will bveak liis 
neck to save a second of time. 


There is another thing in connection 


with the system which will have a tend- 
ency to promote faithfulness on the part 
of officers. The officers will be obliged to 
call at the boxes regularly and give a sig- 
nal which will denote that they are at- 
tending to business. When this signal is 
pulled the number of the box and the 
time it was pulled will be recorded auto- 
matically in the office of the chief of po- 
lice and in the mayor's office, and if the 
signals are not given when due the officer 
omitting this part of his duty may be 
asked to explain. A record is also made 
when the call is for the patrol wagon or 
the ambulance, so the mayor and the 
chief of police may have at all times a 
complete knowledge of the whereabouts 
and doings of the officers day and night. 


When this system is established a 


storage battery will be set up to supply 
the current for both this and the fire 
alarm system. The battery will probably 
be loaded from the electric light station, 
but a water motor will be provided to 
furnish power in case of accident to the 
other machinery. 


The system will be under the care of 


Manager Stedman, who has handled the 
fire alarm since it was adopted about 
eight years ago, and who will see that the 
city has a service second to that of no 
other.

Herman Hershberg. Their little "diamond 
cut diamond" talk, cleverly done too, 
with the gentle but manly welcome and 
blessing of the clergyman brother, Albert 
C. Deltwyn, one the sterling actors of 
the play, formed a most artistic contrast, 
and were amonz the features of the play 
that graced and dignified it. 


Laura Joyce-Bell as the old maid did 


not have a part quite worthy of her abili- 
ties but she made the most of it, though it 
was terribly hard for this charming 
actress the embodiment of chceriness to 
make of herself the cruel gossip and hard 
hearted dictator in skirts that her part 
called for. 
But after all her inability to 


restrain her natural merriment was cap- 
tivating and enlivened the stage in every 
scene even in the touching one in the 
old church; the scenery for which by the 
way had to be made up from a kitchen 
tcjne and depicted incongruous battles on 
a shelf over the supposed church door.

SAVINGS BANK DEPOSITS. 


An Order of Importance to Depositors In 


Saving* Banks. 


The Massachusetts Savings Bank Com- 


missioners have iaaued.an order to all aav- 
nga banks in the state that hereafter no 
nterest can be paid on deposits of less 
than three months standing. The order 
eally amounts to a notice that a law of 
894 relating to dividends must hereafter 
is strictly conformed with iu this respect. 
Heretofore many savings banks, among 
hem our own local banks, in their desire 
o accommodate depositors have per- 
mitted a few days of grace, as it were, in 
ivhich deposits could be made after the 
Irat day of the quarter and draw interest 
or that quarter. 
This has been a great acoomodation to 


ihe depositors and oftentimes a means of 
mportant saving. It has also been a con- 
venience to the banks in transacting their 
business, especially because it did riot 


rowd such an enormous amount of work 
uto the first day of the quarter as will 
now be required. The effect of the new 
order will be that hereafter deposits in 
he North Adams savings bank must be 
made on or before January 1, April 1, July 
. and October \ in order to draw interest 
during the quarters of which these dates 
are the commencements. In the Hoosac 
savings bank the dates on or before which 
deposits must be made to earn interest iu 
n the same way are March 1, June 1, Sep- 
ember 1 and December 1. As the order 
s to be strictly complied with by all sav- 
ngs banks In the state hereafter it is of 
mporlance to depositors that they bear it 
n mind.

SOME PLAIN FACTS. 


REVIEW OF DEMOCRATIC MANAGE- 


MENT OF THE TREASURY. 


National Proper!*? Bu Alway* Followed 


tbn Adoption of the^rotoctten Policy. 
Free Trmde Effort* Era Accompanied 


] \ff IMiHter—Flanum Falling. 


The report of the secretary of the 


treasury for 1865 stated that on the 31st 
of October, 1865, the public debt, with- 
out deducting funds in the treasury, 
amounted to $2,808,549,487.55. Of this 
gum $1,144,072,100 was in 10-40 5 per 
cent and 5-20 6 per cent bonds, Paoifto 
railroad 6 per cents, due in 1881, and 5 
per cents, due in 1871, 1874 and 1880, 
the remainder being in temporary loans, 
treasmy notes, compound interest notes, 
7.30 not,e$ and United States notes, one, 
two and tl^ree year notes and fractional 
currency. 


The finance reports for 1868 state that 


the debt, less cash in the treasury, was 
$2,505,203,516.94. 


TUo reports for 1G71 state that the 


total decrease of the public debt from 
March 1, 1869, to Dec. 1, 1871, was 
$227,211,893.16. 
During the same 


period the annual interest had been re- 
duced $16,741,436.04. 


In the finance reports for 1878, on 


page S3, -vre find the folio-wing: 
"The 


country has exported during the 20 years 
ending with the last fiscal year gold 
and silver to the extent of more than 
$1,000,000,000 over and above the 
amount imported." 


The finance reports for 1876, Secretary 


Horrell, show that on June 30, 1876, 
including accrued interest, less bonds is- 
sued to the Pacific railro;M companies 
and less cash in the treasury, the public 
debt-was $2,099,439, 444.94, areduction 
of the, debt since Aug. 81, 18C5, of 
$656,9,93,226.44, which was $233,144,- 
011.07 more than was absolutely re- 
quired by the sinking fund. 


In his report for 1887 Secretary Man- 


ning said: "The grand total of $127,- 
612,850 of 3 per cent bonds were retired 
in 1887, and after every possible obliga- 
tion had been provided for the sum of 
$55,258,701.19 surplus was still in the 
treasury, which every day grows larger. 
A careful estimate shows that this sum 
will be increased to $140,000,000 at the 
end of this fiscal year under the opera- 
tion of the present tariff and appropria- 
tion lawi." 


Secretary Manning further estimated 


that "the revenues by Juno 80, 1890, 
with the surplus revenue of 1889 and 
the surplus already accumulated, would 
be $228,000,000, which might be used 
in the next IS mouths for the purchase 
of interest bearing debts.'' 


This report was the last one made un- 


der Mr. Cleveland's first administration, 
and this showing was due to a Repub- 
lican senate that woiild not reduce the 
duties on foreign imports, which a Dem- 
ocratic house had tried to secure. 


In his report for 1889 Secretary Win- 


dom said: "The cash balance in the 
treasury, over and above all accrued lia- 
bilities, at the close of 1889 was $71,- 
484,042.39. If to this balance there be 
added the estimated surplus for the cur- 
rent fiscal year, the amount that could 
be added, to the purchase of bonds to 
June 80, 1890, will be $168,484,043.- 
«9." 


Secretary Foster in his first report 


made the following statement: "The to- 
tal reduction of the public debt, includ- 
ing amounts applied to the sinking fund, 
•ince Aug. 31, 1805, when the debt was 
at its highest point, aggregated $1,914,- 
305,107.85, or $990,510,681.49 more 
than was required by the sinking fund 
act." 


Prom the time the war closed in Au- 


gust, 1865, to the close of Benjamin 
Harrison's administration, a period of 
28 years, the public debt was reduced at 
an annual average of $75,528,753, and 
in addition thereto the pension fund 
had been increased from about $16,847,- 
656 to $184,588,052. The total interest 
bearing debt, as given by Secretary Fos- 
ter, was on Aug. 81, 1865, $3,881,530,- 
294.96; on Ang. 81, 1892, it was only 
$585,029,880. According to these figures 
the interest bearing debt had been re- 
duced $1,796,500,964.96 during 28 years 
under protection. Although the pension 
law' called for from $180,000,000 to 
$184,000,000 annually from the treas-, 
ury, yet President Harrison was able to 
reduce the public debt more than $61,- 
000,000 yearly during his entire admin- 
istration. 


This was the condition of the treasury 


at the time of the election in November, 
1892. 


In the monthly statement of the pub- 


lic debt issued for the month of Febru- 
ary, 1896, Secretary Carlisle makes the 
outstanding interest bearing debt of the 
government ou March 1, 1893, §383,- 
034,260; on March 1, 189C, $822,615,- 
170. From these figures, furnished by 
Secretary Carlisle himself, the public 
interest bearmg debt h.".s increased 
$287,580,910 between March 1, 18?U, 
and March 1, 1896, an annual average 
of $79,198,036, andfor this amount the 
president and secretary have sold 
•-> 


home and foreign bondholders 4>i pT 
cent interest bearing bonds, which IT i 
for 80 years. 
According to the report 


Of 1894, there was a deficiency in rev- 
enue of $69,805,200.88. 
Undoubted'', 


the president will be compelled toseii 
as many bonds during the last year <•' 
his term as he has for the year pas*, 
which will make au average increase of 
the bonded debt during his entire term, 
of about §30,000,000 a year. 


Undor a protective tariff the public 


debt was reduced over $75,000,000 an- 
nually for 28 years, while under the 
Wilson-Gorman tariff bill Cleveland 
jrud Carlisle have increased the bonded 
debt abuul $80,000,000 a year. These1 fig- 
ures clearly show the difference between 
protection and low tariff, but unfortu- 
nately for tbf> people the effect of this 
latter policy has been far more disas- 
trous to the industries of the country 
than it Jias been to thr revenues of the 
government,

Rev. Alfred B. Pennimin, pastor of the 


Congregational and Institutional church 
is eucieivorin? to effect the weekly publi- 
cation of liis sermons and should his 
etlbrts terminate in success, the circular 
will make its lirst appearance in July. Mr. 
Penniman in a circular just issued gives 
these reasons for his departure : 


"There are many reasons which have 


led me to brave the obstacles in the way 
of publishing this scries of sermons. .Sur- 
rounded as I am, with extensive machin- 
ery for what is called 'Institutional 
church work,' I desire to emphasize by 
every possible means the regal inspiration 
which should come from the living and 
spoken truth. Having already in use a 
somewhat elaborate order of worship, 
multiplied organizations, a parish house 
with gymnatiuin and amusement rooms, 
a young men's literary society, all good 
channels or side channels for energy, the 
pulpit may as a herald, speak to the alien 
or indifferent life of the community and 
induce interest by means of the imper- 
sonal page. In the brief time alloted to the 
sermon there is much condensation, 
which is not in vain, if opportunity for 
review or slow reading be given the 
people by a plan of this kind. 
I see a 


further reason in the opportunity to 
receive old friendship. 
One who has 


changed his residence, whether it be to 
exchange the old homestead for the 
college or college for the world, or one 
church or town for another, whatever 
his gains, must keenly feel the loss of 
separation. Perhaps my sermons may be 
a long, rough pole, by means of which I 
can save a drowning friendship. Audi- 
ences preach more than preachers. A 
sympathetic reading as well as, an appre- 
ciative listening interest ought to inspire 
the preacher to do better or take less 
responsibility." 


Mr. Penniman intends to make the title 


of his publication "A Qreylock Pulpit," 
and in so doing, gives the following very 
pretty ceicriptionof the mountain peak: 


"Please note that the series is christened 


not "The" but "A Qreylock Pulpit." The 
Title was cot conceitedly chosen, but 
rather forced upon m3 by Greylock moun- 
tain itself. ' The base begins beueath my 
study and rises to a height of 4000 feet of 
beauty and strength.

Theological strife is also 


happily passing and the church of today 
has begun in earnest the study of sociology. 
Greylock has lately been made a type by 
geologists. 
The churches of our valley 


are conforming to a higher type shown 
also in the same mount.

the exile home of Jonathan Edwards and 
the birthplace of his most distinguished 
pupil, James.

"stopped the'mouths of lions. ' 
'•Kemembi r old Greylock was the Amer- 


ican Indian's first refuge, when pursued 
as a Philistine by the people of a prom- 
ised land. Across these ragged ledges at 
night the fugitive slave sped northward, 
when vested valley and church interests 
afforded him little aid in his flight to Can- 
ada. Greylock still stands for ethics, Di- 
vine and human: D';vine, since its summit 
is cloud-capped and cool; human, because 
its long, strong; arms are underneath the 
busy population at its base. If we were 
living up to our privilege, no Irreverence 
could be suggested by mingling the He- 
brew style and Greylock spirit: 'Oh, Ad- 
ams, that bi mgeth gopd tidings, get thee 
up into the high mountain. Oh, Berk- 
shire, that bringeth good tidings, lift up 
thy voice w:tli strength, lift it up, be not 
afraid, say unto the people of America, 
behold your God.'"

ARMENIAN RELIEF. 


Report of Hospital Wnrtc at Oorh— 


8.OOO People Killed. 


New York, May 1.—The following 


report, under date of March 22, of re- 
lief work at Qorfa has just been re- 
ceived by the national Armenian relief, 
committee in this city: "The hospital 
which we have opened is in a, house of 
five rooms that have been newly built 
with good carpentry, glass windows, 
etc. It was completely wrecked, every 
room battered and blood bespattered—- 
all the inmates were killed. Our pa- 
tients are doing well. But only a small 
part of those who apply can be re- 
ceived. From our distributing house 
over 6,000 articles, such as dishes and 
pieces of clothing, have been given 
out. Our committee this week learned 
of a family of forty-oae members i>s- 
longingto six brothers, of which every 
member was wiped out. It is simply 
terrible to listen to the accounts 
of the massacre; what must it have 
been to witness them? The faces of 
the women with their helpless little 
ones, tell volumes. 
Many have no 


more tears to shed, aro calm, but their 
sorrow has a depth which God grant 
we may never know. The hardest of 
all is to refuse work for the many 
women who beg for it. We can only 
employ about 300 making cloth in our 
Industrial deparment. 
The number 


killed here has been given too few, in 
the desire of'not overstating. It is now 
clear that 7,000, il not 8,000, were 
killed in Oorfa." 


In Aid of SuOforlne Armenians. 


New York, May 1.—In view of the 


great and continued suffering in Tur- 
key and the critical condition of the 
relief work, Rev. B. Fay Mills, the well 
known evangelist, has consented, at 
the request of the national Armenian 
relief committee, to hold a series of 
meetings in the interest of relief cause 
in a number of the larger cities, begin- 
ning about the middle of this month.
